Army-Navy merger foes pasted a 
"too little and too late" label on 
President Truman's revised unifi-

concessions the president and the 
war department made to the sea 
arm on such points as the Marine 
Corps and the joint chiefs of staff 
were insufficient to overcome pre- 
vious objections. 


And with only four weeks re- 


maining before congress plans to 
quit work for the year, they said 
the prospects of final action at 
this session are extremely remote. 


Senator Robertson (R-Wyo) in 


comment typical of those who have- 
been critical of earlier merger pro- 
posals said Truman's plan still 
has the insurmountable defect of 
the secretaries of the Army, Navy 
and Air Forces,' not being cabinet 
members." 


These three officers would be

cated this morning in revealing 
the receipt of a report from the 
Department of Naturalization and 
Immigration which showed Stor- 
berk is faring a charge of auto 
theft for the fourth time. 


The federal department indicat- 


ed in a letter received here with 
the report on the 21-year-old Wa- 
tertown, Wis., youth that it wished 
to question him further. Bates also 
said this morning that a check 
through German foreign offices in 
Chicago, 
Milwaukee and 
other 


midwestern cities was underway. 


In Naval Prison
